Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1938,  for  each  of  the  above  districts.  The 
report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  to  each  district  is  included, 
as  is  also  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Ottershaw  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital. 


The  new  buildings  at  the  Ottershaw  Isolation  Hospital 
were  completed  in  April,  increasing  the  available  accommo- 
dation by  44  beds.  The  year  1938,  curiously  enough,  showed 
the  lowest  incidence  of  infectious  disease  in  the  last  six  years. 

It  was  resolved  by  the  Hospital  Board,  in  the  early  part 
of  the  year,  to  admit  cases  of  whooping  cough  and  measles 
complicated  with  pneumonia.  This  increased  our  number  of 
admissions  by  over  10  per  cent.  The  cubicles,  with  their 
southern  exposure  and  optimum  amount  of  fresh  air  are  ideal 
for  treating  this  type  of  case. 
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There  has  been  a request  by  medical  practitioners  for 
measles  convalescent  serum.  The  admission  of  adult  cases 
of  measles  to  hospital  can  help  to  supply  this  demand. 

Diphtheria  immunisation  has  been  continued  during  the 
year  in  the  public  elementary  schools  and  several  local  resi- 
dential institutions.  It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  a low 
incidence  of  diphtheria  and  continued  requests  for  prophy- 
lactic facilities. 

I would  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  all  members  of 
the  Health  Department  staffs  with  whom  I am  associated  for 
their  valuable  co-operation  and  help. 

I would  also  like  to  express  to  the  members  of  the  Health 
Committees  of  the  above  District  Councils  my  appreciation 
of  their  sympathy  and  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Health 
Department.

Laboratory  Facilities  : — 

(i)  Water.  Samples  of  water  as  supplied  by  the  West 
Surrey  Water  Company,  are  submitted  to  chemical  and  bac- 
teriological examination  by  Messrs.  Rideal,  Rideal,  and  Sciver. 
These  samples  are  taken  in  rotation  from  the  Urban  District  of 
Chertsey,  and  the  Urban  District  of  Walton  and  Weybridge. 
The  results  of  these  investigations  are  tabulated  on  page  n. 


Since  the  adoption  of  the  Public  Health  (Water)  Act, 
1878,  in  1934,  samples  of  water  are  taken  from  all  wells 
intended  to  serve  new  houses. 

(2)  Milk.  Samples  of  milk  are  submitted  to  the  Clinical 
Research  Association  for  bacteriological  examination.  During 
1 Q37,  7 samples  were  taken,  and  the  reports  are  tabulated  on 
page  25. 


(3)  Infectious  Disease.  Bacteriological  examinations  of 
specimens  from  suspected  cases  of  infectious  disease  are 
examined  by  the  Clinical  Research  Association.  During  1938, 
of  38  specimens  of  sputum  examined,  5 gave  a positive  result 
for  tubercle  bacilli;  of  83  swabs  examined  for  diphtheria 
bacilli,  2 gave  a positive  result.  2 specimens  of  blood  and  1 
specimen  of  urine  proved  negative  on  examination  for  typhoid.

Samples  of  the  water  supplied  by  the  West  Surrey  Water 
Company  to  the  Chcrtsey  Urban  District  Council  and  the 
adjoining  district  of  Walton  and  Weybridge  are  taken  monthly 
at  different  points  and  analysed  both  chemically  and  bacterio- 
logically.  These  results  are  reported  monthly  to  the  respective 
councils.  The  results  of  analysis  show  that  a satisfactory 
standard  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year. 


By  an  arrangement  with  the  Water  Engineer  of  the  West 
Surrey  Water  Company,  reports  are  exchanged  monthly  and 
so  a fortnightly  check  on  the  bacteriological  and  chemical 
condition  of  the  supply  is  available. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage  : — 

The  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  Mr.  W.  V.  Davies,  has  kindly 
supplied  the  following  details  of  the  work  which  has  been 
carried  out  during  1938 — 


Re-construction  of  Sewage  Disposal  Works  : — 

The  various  parts  of  the  new  works  described  in  the  report 
for  1937  have  been  brought  into  operation  as  and  when  they 
reached  completion,  and  by  the  end  of  November  the  whole 
of  the  scheme  was  completed.  With  the  exception  of  a few 
minor  details,  the  new  works  are  working  satisfactorily  and 
chemical  analysis  prove  that  the  new  filters  are  showing  good 
signs  of  reaching  maturity. 


Addlestone  Pumping  Station  : — 

The  new  automatic  electrically  operated  pumps  have 
been  in  operation  since  February  1938  and  have  removed  the 
( anger  which  previously  existed  of  the  sewers  overflowing 
during  excessively  wet  weather. 

The  pumps  have  needed  adjustment  owing  to  the  large 
head  against  winch  they  have  to  work,  but  it  is  hoped  that 
the  difficulty  first  experienced  has  now  been  overcome

Chertsey  Pumping  Station  : — 

The  consent  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  lias  been  obtained 
to  the  construction  of  an  automatic  electrically  operated 
pumping  station  at  Stepgates  to  augment  the  existing  arrange- 
ments which  have  become  inadequate.

Premises  and  Occupations  which  can  be  controlled  by  byelaws  or 
regulations  : — 

The  one  Common  Lodging  Flouse  in  the  district  is  situated 
in  the  Chertsey  Ward,  and  is  registered  to  accommodate 
43  lodgers.  During  1938,  five  visits  were  made  to  the 
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premises,  which  were.1  found  to  be  conducted  in  a satisfactory 
manner  and  to  comply  with  the  byelaws. 

A considerable  number  of  tent  and  van  dwellers  continue 
to  visit  the  district  during  the  year  and  encamp  on  various 
lands  for  variable  periods.  Many  of  these  are  engaged  on 
agricultural  work  for  farmers  within  the  district. 

Thirty  four  visits  were  made  to  such  dwellers  during  1938 
and  their  attention  was  drawn  to  the  requirements  of  the  bye- 
laws where  necessary. 


Shops  and  Offices  : — 

No  action  has  yet  been  taken  under  the  above.  It  is 
hoped  that  early  in  1939,  a complete  report  upon  all  Shops 
and  Offices  in  the  area  will  be  ready  for  consideration. 

Camping  Sites  : — 

Three  sites  in  the  area  were  used  for  camping  purposes 
during  1938.  The  Surrey  County  Council  Act  for  the  control 
of  camping  sites  is  in  force  in  this  district  and  no  licences 
have  as  yet  been  issued  by  the  Council. 

The  estimated  maximum  number  of  campers  resident  in 
the  area  during  1938  was  220. 

Smoke  Abatement  : — 

No  action  was  taken  during  1938. 

Swimming  Pools  : — 

There  are  no  known  private  swimming  pools  in  the  dis- 
trict to  which  the  public  are  admitted.  The  Council  have 
provided  and  maintain  a bathing  pavilion  with  accommodation 
for  males  and  females,  on  the  north  bank  of  the  River  Thames, 

near  Chertsey  Bridge;  during  the  summer  months  an  attendant 
is  also  provided.

In  the  case  of  privately  owned  houses,  arrangements  are 
usually  made  w.th  a contractor  who  carries  out  t necessary 
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work  at  the  expense  of  the  owner.  The  Council  do  not  supply 
materials  but  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  are  always  prepared  to 
advise  and  if  necessary  supervise  the  work. 

Before  transfer  to  Council  Houses,  the  belongings  of  ten- 
ants are  inspected.  If  there  is  reason  to  suspect  infestation, 
spraying  with  Zaldecide  is  carried  out.  No  fumigation  with 
cyanide  has  so  far  been  arranged. 

SCHOOLS. 

There  are  nine  elementary  schools,  one  secondary  school, 
and  four  private  schools  within  the  district.  All  obtain  their 
drinking  water  from  the  main  supply  of  the  West  Surrey  Water 
Company. 

All  schools  have  main  drainage  with  the  exception  of  a 
small  elementary  school  in  Lyne  in  the  rural  area  of  this 
district. 

The  Memorandum  on  Closure  of,  and  Exclusion  from 
schools,  1927,  is  followed.  Particular  attention  is  paid  to  the 
occurrence  of  primary  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria. 
Throats  of  all  contacts  in  the  classroom  are  examined  and 
exclusion  advised  where  indicated.  Intensive  immunisation  is 
carried  out  on  the  occurrence  of  any  case  of  diphtheria.

From  the  analysis  of  the  above  reports,  it  will  be  seen 
that  all  samples  of  Pasteurised  milk  satisfied  the  test  as  regards 
cleanliness.  Further  tests  showed  that  these  samples  had 
been  adequately  pasteurised. 

» 

The  County  Medical  Officer  has  kindly  provided  me  with 
particulars  of  analysis  of  milk  supplied  to  the  elementary 
schools  under  the  milk  scheme.  All  samples  complied  with  the 
prescribed  conditions  as  regards  cleanliness  with  the  exception 
of  one  dealer.  The  matter  was  remedied  on  his  attention  being 
drawn  to  possible  defects  in  production. 


Seven  samples  were  examined  for  evidence  of  tuberculous 
infection  by  the  guinea  pig  inoculation  test.  All  samples  were 
negative.

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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

Scarlet  Fever: — 

Comparatively  few  cases  occurred  during  the  year  and 
these  were  all  of  the  sporadic  type  and  not  confined  to  any 
particular  ward.  The  vast  majority  of  the  cases  were  admit- 
ted to  hospital  and  nursed  in  cubicles.  They  were  all  dis- 
charged in  the  fourth  week  of  illness  with  the  exception  of 
three  cases  who  developed  some  minor  complications. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  there  were  no  return  cases, 
that  is,  cases  occurring  in  the  home  following  discharge  of  the 
patient. 

There  was  no  mortality. 

Diphtheria  : 

It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  an  absence  of  cases  of 
diphtheria  occurring  in  the  local  elementary  schools.  For  the 
last  six  years  diphtheria  immunisation  has  been  offered  free  to 
parents  of  children  who  are  in  attendance  at  the  local  elemen- 
tary schools,  and  approximately  60-70%  of  the  children  are 
being  immunised  every  year. 

Only  one  case  of  diphtheria  (an  adult)  occurred  in  the 
district  outside  the  local  residential  institutions,  five  cases 
occurring  at  an  institution  for  mentally  defectives. 

Four  cases  were  admitted  for  observation,  the  diagnosis 
subsequently  not  being  confirmed.

Diphtheria  Antitoxin  can  also  be  obtained  without  charge, 
supplies  being  kept  at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  the  Weybridge 
Hospital  and  the  Council  Offices. 


Other  Infectious  Diseases  : — 


On  the  completion  of  the  new  building  at  Ottershaw 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  the  Board  resolved  to  admit  cases 
of  measles  and  whooping  cough  complicated  with  pneumonia. 
Six  such  cases  were  admitted. 

There  were  no  cases  of  acute  anterior  poliomyeletis.  One 
case  of  encephalitis  lethargica  was  notified  but  proved  to  be 
tuberculous  meningitis.

All  cases  of  tuberculosis  had  been  notified  prior  to  death 
with  the  exception  of  one  who  died  in  a general  hospital  out- 
side the  district.

Tuberculosis  Care  Committee  : — 

The  Tuberculosis  Care  Committee  has  continued  its  useful 
work  during  the  year.  In  considering  the  problems  of  tuber- 
culosis, the  family,  and  not  the  individual  patient,  must  be 
reckoned  as  the  unit.  The  Committee,  with  this  end  in  view, 
have  assisted  many  families  with  grants  of  nourishment, 
supplies  of  clothing  and  coal,  and  in  other  ways.  Many 
patients  have  received  similar  help  on  discharge  from 
the  sanatorium.  Every  effort  is  made  to  secure  adequate  and 
suitable  housing  for  affected  families. 

Cancer  : — 

The  following  table  shows  the  ages  at  death  and  sites  of 
fatal  cancer  occurring  in  the  district.  Cancer  accounted  for 
just  under  19%  of  the  total  deaths  during  the  year,  over 
50%  of  the  cases  of  fatal  cancer  occurring  over  65  years  of 
age.

Samples  of  water  as  supplied  from  the  West 
Surrey  Water  Company  are  submitted  to  chemical  and  bac- 
teriological examination  by  Messrs.  Rideal,  Rideal  and  Sciver. 
These  samples  are  taken  in  rotation  from  the  Urban  District 
of  Walton  and  Weybridge,  and  the  Urban  District  of  Chertsey. 
The  results  of  the  investigations  made  during  1938  are  tabulated 
on  page  43. 

(2)  Milk.  Samples  of  milk  from  retailers  in  the  District 
are  submitted  to  the  Clinical  Research  Association  for  bac- 
teriological examination.  During  1938  forty  five  samples  were 
taken  and  the  reports  are  tabulated  on  pages  55  and  56. 

(3)  Infectious  Disease.  Bacteriological  examination  of 
specimens  from  suspected  cases  of  infectious  disease  are  examined 
by  the  Clinical  Research  Association.  During  1938,  of  43  sputum 
specimens,  4 gave  positive  reaction  for  tubercle  bacilli,  and  of  149 
swabs  examined  for  diphtheria  bacilli  4 gave  positive  reaction. 
One  specimen  of  blood  gave  a negative  reaction  for  B.  Typhosus. 
One  specimen  of  fluid  from  chest  examined  for  Tubercle  Bacilli 
was  negative,  and  one  specimen  of  pleural  effusion  examined  for 
Tubercle  Bacilli  was  negative.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply „ 

The  district  is  within  the  area  of  supply  of  the  West  Surrey 
Water  Company,  the  works  of  which  are  situated  on  the  banks 
of  the  River  Thames  in  the  Walton  area,  the  intake  being 
obtained  a short  distance  above  Walton  Bridge.  Samples  of 
water  as  supplied  by  this  Company  are  submitted  to  chemical 
and  bacteriological  examination  by  Messrs.  Rideal,  Rideal, 
and  Sciver.  The  samples  are  taken  in  rotation  from  the  Urban 
District  of  Walton  and  Weybridge  and  the  Urban  District  of 
Chertsey.  The  results  of  the  examination  of  these  samples  are 
given  below. 

Water  Samples: — 

During  the  year  eight  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  analysis 
from  different  parts  of  the  Walton  and  Weybridge  district.  All 

samples  were  satisfactory  and  suitable  for  drinking  and  domestic 
purposes  on  bacteriological  examination  with  the  exception  of  one 
sample  in  which  Bacillus  Coli  was  found  in  50  c.c’s.  Two  check 
samples  were  immediately  taken,  one  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  and  one  by  the  analyst  to  the  Water  Company.  Both 
samples  showed  that  a satisfactory  standard  had  been  obtained. 

The  figure  for  albuminoid  ammonia  was  occasionally  high, 
varying  between  0.009  and  0.018  in  parts  per  100,000. 

The  figure  for  oxygen  consumed  from  permanganate  was  also 
high  on  occasions,  varying  from  0.053  to  0.213  in  parts  per 
100,000. 

The  Thames  is  obviously  liable  to  contamination  and  is  only 
through  efficient  storage,  filtration,  and  chlorination  that  water 
from  this  source  can  be  rendered  bacteriologically  fit  for  drinking 
and  domestic  purposes.  The  bacteriological  reports  varied  little 
from  month  to  month. 

At  the  end  of  1937,  an  interchange  of  water  reports  was 
arranged  with  the  West  Surrey  Water  Company.  There  is  now 
available  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  a fortnightly  check  on 
the  condition  of  main  water  supply  in  the  district,  and  these  reports 
come  before  the  Public  Health  Committee  at  all  their  meetings. 

Field  Common  : — 

Eaily  in  the  year  the  mains  of  the  West  Surrey  Water  Company 
were  extended  so  as  to  render  a piped  supply  available  to  almost  all 
dwellings  in  the  Field  Common  area,  including  those  having  front- 
ages on  Molesey  Road.  Thirty-one  dwellings  have  been  connected 
to  this  supply.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Mr.  V.  Marsden,  the  Cleansing  Officer,  has  kindly 
supplied  the  following  details. 

Street  Cleansing  : — 

The  re-organisation  of  this  service  was  completed  during 
the  year  and  is  now  carried  out  by  22  street  orderlies,  each 
equipped  with  a modern  Street  Orderly  Truck.  Each  Street 
Orderly  is  responsible  for  his  own  allotted  section  of  roads. 

In  view  of  the  extensive  Private  Street  Works  being 
carried  out,  frequent  alteration  in  the  rounds  of  the  men  are 
necessary. 

Gully  and  Cesspool  Emptying  : — 

The  Mechanical  emptier  is  spending  the  majority  of  its 
time  emptying  cess-pools,  and  consequently  the  emptying  and 
cleansing  of  gullies  is  suffering,  and  it  may  be  necessary,  in 
the  near  future,  to  provide  other  means  for  the  more  frequent 
emptying  of  the  gullies. 

Refuse  Collection. 

Regular  collections  of  household  and  trade  refuse  were 
carried  out,  and  during  the  year  a 15  cubic  yards  movable 
floor  refuse  collecting  van  was  brought  into  operation  and 
deals  with  the  more  outlying  parts  of  the  district. 

Refuse  Disposal  : — 

All  refuse  was  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  the 
tips  at  Apps  Court,  Walton,  and  Walton  Lane,  We}rbridge. 
The  collecting  vehicles  deposit  their  loads  at  the  tip  nearest 
to  the  point  of  collection. 

Tenders  have  been  provisionally  accepted,  subject  to  the 
sanction  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  the  borrowing  of  the 
necessary  loan  for  a Refuse  Disposal  Plant,  garages  and 
mess-roms  to  be  erected  on  the  land  adjoining  Weylands 
Sewage  Works  off  Molesey  Road,  Hersham. 

Staff  : — 

The  workmen  were  again  provided  with  uniform  hats, 
with  numbered  badge  bearing  the  name  of  the  Council  and 
the  name  of  the  department,  and  two  pairs  of  overalls,  and 
for  the  first  time,  an  oilskin  jacket.

Improvement  of  Field  Common  : — 

The  Special  Committee  appointed  for  this  purpose  have 
drawn  up  a scheme  ,and  this  was  submitted  to  the  frontagers 
at  a meeting  held  at  the  beginning  of  this  year.  There  was 
a substantial  majority  of  frontagers  in  favour  of  the  Council 
proceeding  with  the  scheme.  Main  water  supply  is  now 
available  on  the  estate  as  a result  of  the  Council’s  guarantee 
to  the  West  Surrey  Water  Company,  and  owners  whose  well 
water  supply  was  found  defective  have  connected  to  this 
supply. 


Camping  Sites  : — 

There  are  two  camping  grounds  in  the  district,  used  for 
holiday  purposes.  One  is  maintained  by  the  Camping  Club 
of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  having  a maximum  population 
of  300,  while  the  other  establishment  caters  for  approximately

During  the  year  144  visits  have  been  made  under  this 
Act.  One  case  of  insufficient  sanitary  accommodation  was 
found  and  rectified,  as  was  also  the  case  carried  forward  from 
1937.  At  the  close  of  the  year  ten  cases  of  insufficient  heating 
in  provision  shops  were  dealt  with  and  there  were  indications 
that  in  most  of  these  suitable  heating  apparatus  would  be 
installed  early  in  1939. 

Rag  Flock  Acts,  1911  and  1928. 

No  rag  flock  is  manufactured  in  the  district , but  there 
are  three  upholsterers’  premises  where  rag  flock  is  used.  These 
premises  are  periodically  inspected  and  no  action  has  had  to 
be  taken  in  respect  of  them. 

Premises  and  Occupations  which  can  be  controlled  by  Byelaws  or 
Regulations  : — 

No  offensive  trade  has  been  established  within  the  district, 
and  there  is  no  common  lodging  house. 

Bye-Laws — Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds  : — 

Application  has  been  made  to  the  Minister  of  Health  for 
the  adoption  of  these  bye-laws,  and  approval  is  awaited. 

Smoke  Abatement  : — 

Following  complaints,  observations  were  made  of  the 
chimneys  of  a factory  and  a recurring  nuisance  detected. 
The  premises  were  still  under  observation  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  by  which  time  the  trouble  had  been  substantially 
overcome. 

Swimming  Pools  : — 

There  are  two  private  swimming  pools  to  which  the  public 
are  admitted,  but  as  the  charges  for  admission  are  high  these 
pools  can  scarcely  be  regarded  as  available  for  members  of 
the  general  public. 

The  Council  have  a bathing  station  on  the  bank  of  the 
Thames  at  Walton,  and  a similar  station  at  Weybridge  ; 
during  the  Summer  months,  attendants  are  provided. 
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Mosquito  Control  : — 

There  was  a marked  decrease  in  the  prevalence  of  mos- 
quitoes during  the  year.  The  Council  continue  to  spray 
stagnant  water  in  ditches  where  and  when  mosquito  larvae 
exist.  Householders  appear  to  be  carrying  out  the  instruct- 
ions issued  in  April  each  year.

Disinfection  has  been  carried  out  by  spraying  wth  Zaldecide, 
followed  by  fumigation  with  sulphur. 

One  privately  owned  house  was  fumigated  with  hydrocyanic 
gas,  the  Local  Authority  being  duly  informed.

Overcrowding  Survey  : — 

Of  the  overcrowding  licences  granted,  two  refer  to  the 
cases  quoted  in  my  report  of  1937,  while  the  remaining  one  ' 
(overcrowded  by  one  unit)  occupies  the  largest  type  of  house 
available  on  the  Council’s  Weybridge  Estate.  The  situation 
of  the  man’s  employment  and  the  fact  that  he  is  partially 
crippled  preclude  transfer  to  another  estate. 

The  case  remaining  unabated  from  1937  occurred  in  a 
Council  House,  by  reason  of  increase  in  ages  of  children.  It 
was  expected  to  be  solved  early  in  1939. 

Of  the  ten  new  cases  revealed  during  the  year,  one  was 
transferred  to  a Council  House,  five  found  other  accom- 
modation, two  effected  reductions  in  the  number  of  occupants, 
and  two  remained  out  standing. 

The  remaining  six  houses  on  the  Felix  Road  Estate, 
making  a total  of  thirty  intended  primarily  for  relief  of 
overcrowding,  were  completed  and  occupied  early  in  the  year. 
It  was  subsequently  found  possible  to  allocate  four  houses 
from  this  total  for  the  purpose  of  completing  the  number 
required  as  slum  clearance  replacements,

Analysis  of  Reports  : — 

Eleven  samples  were  taken  of  Accredited  Milk.  Only 
one  producer  failed  on  one  occasion  to  attain  the  required 
standard. 

Six  samples  were  taken  of  Pasteurised  Milk  and  all 
samples  were  found  to  be  adequately  pasteurised. 

Twenty-Six  samples  were  taken  of  ordinary  or  undesig- 
nated milk,  from  9 producers  and  retailers.  Six  of  these 
producers  and  retailers  failed  at  times  to  attain  the  accredited 
standard. 

Enquiry  into  methods  of  production  or  into  cleansing 
of  containers  revealed  where  the  faults  lay,  and  these  were 
subsequently  rectified. 

With  regard  to  the  examination  of  milk  for  pathogenic 
or  disease  producing  bacteria,  it  is  satisfactory  to  be  able  to 
report  once  more  that  all  samples  were  free  from  tuberculosis 
No  infection  has  been  discovered  for  the  last  five  years. 
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A.  Ezra  of  Foxwarren  Farm,  took  up  a Tuberculin  Tested 
Licence,  during  the  year.

Accredited  'Milk  Licences  are  issued  by  the  County  Coun- 
cil on  being  satisfied,  after  consultation  with  the  District  Med- 
ical Officer  of  Health  and  Sanitary  Inspector,  that  the  dairy 
and  cowsheds  are  up  to  an  agreed  standard,  and  are  provided 
with  proper  cleansing  and  sterilising  equipment.  The  con- 
ditions applicable  to  these  licences  are  not  so  onerous  as  those 
required  for  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk,  in  that  the  animals  have 
only  to  pass  a clinical  examination  and  do  not  require  to  be 
subjected  to  a tuberculin  test.  The  County  Council  has 
power  to  revoke  these  licences  if,  on  sampling,  the  Accredited 
Standard  is  not  consistently  maintained. 

50%,  approximately,  of  the  milk  produced  in  the  district 
comes  from  Accredited  herds. 


(b)  Meat  : — 

Two  hundred  and  seventeen  inspections  of  butchers’ 
shops,  slaughterhouses  and  other  premises  were  made  during 
1938.  All  meat  found  unfit  for  human  consumption  was  volun- 
tarily surrendered,  no  magistrate’s  order  being  required  in  any 
case. 


Twenty  applications  for  licenses  to  act  as  slaughtermen 
were  granted  by  the  Council.  The  Council  have  passed  a 
resolution  including  sheep,  ewes,  wethers,  lambs  and  rams 
within  the  provisions  of  section  i,  of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals 
Act,  1933.  There  are  three  Registered  and  three  Licensed 
slaughterhouses  in  the  district.

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 

INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

Scarlet  Fever  : — 

The  lowest  incidence  of  scarlet  fever  (forty-four  cases) 
in  the  last  six  years  can  be  recorded.  The  cases  were  dis- 
tributed evenly  throughout  the  different  wards  of  the  district, 
with  a slight  increased  incidence  in  Hersham.  Twenty  per 
cent  of  the  cases  occurred  in  June,  the  remainder  being 
equally  distributed  throughout  the  year. 

The  disease  was  mild  in  type  and  there  was  no  mortality. 
Seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital 
and  these  were  almost  all  discharged  in  the  fourth  week 
following  admission.  The  majority  were  nursed  in  cubicles 
and  it  is  pleasing  to  report  a total  absence  of  return  cases  for 
the  first  time  in  many  years. 

The  cases  treated  at  home  occurred  in  private  practice 
where  there  was  adequate  isolation,  and  in  a private  resi- 
dential school. 
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Diphtheria  : — 

Only  five  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified  and  these  were 
all  of  the  sporadic  type  and  not  associated  in  any  way. 
Three  were  adults  and  two  were  school  children.  There  was 
no  mortality. 

Diphtheria  immunisation  has  now  been  carried  out  in  the 
local  elementary  schools  for  the  last  six  years.  Different 
kinds  of  prophylactic  and  varying  numbers  of  injections  have 
been  used  during  this  period.  From  the  experience  gained  it 
is  now  apparent  that  the  most  lasting  and  complete  immunity 
is  obtained  from  two  injections  of  Diphtheria  Prophylactic 
(Alum  Precipitated  Toxoid).  This  may  cause  a slight 
reaction  in  children  over  seven  years.  In  the  local  schools 
entrants  only  require  to  be  immunised  and  it  has  been  resolved 
therefore  to  confine  immunisation  to  this  product. 

All  children  in  hospital  with  scarlet  fever  are  now  immun- 
ised with  this  prophylactic  in  the  second  and  third  week  of 
convalescence.  No  undue  reaction  has  been  noted,  and  so  far 
no  cases  of  diphtheria  have  occurred  in  these  cases  in  the  last 
two  years.

Non-Notifiable  Infectious  Disease  : 

It  was  decided  during  the  year,  following  on  the  increased 
accommodation  at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  to  admit  cases  of 
measles  and  whooping  cough.  Six  cases  of  measles  compli- 
cated with  pneumonia  were  admitted. 

During  the  early  summer  an  epidemic  of  measles  affected 
the  local  elementary  schools. 

The  notifications  received  from  the  Head  Teachers  of 
the  local  elementary  schools  is  the  only  means  of  keeping  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  accurately  informed  of  the 
prevalence  of  non-notifiable  infectious  disease,  and  is  much 
appreciated.

All  cases  of  fatal  tubercolosis  had  been  notified  prior  to 
death,  with  the  exception  of  three.  A satisfactory  explan- 
ation of  failure  to  notify  was  forthcoming  in  these  cases,  two 
having  died  in  hospitals  outside  the  area.

The  facilities  provided  locally  in  the  various  maternity,  child 
welfare,  and  other  clinics  were  advertised  in  the  local  cinemas.

Water  Supply: — 


The  Parish  of  Bisley  is  within  the  area  of  supply  of  the 
Woking-  Water  and  Gas  Company,  and  the  Parishes  of 
Chobham  and  Windlesham  are  within  the  area  of  supply  of 
the  South  West  Suburban  Water  Company. 

Samples  of  the  Company’s  water  are  submitted  for 
Chemical  Analysis  and  Bacteriological  Examination  to  the 
Clinical  Research  Association.  These  samples  are  taken  in 
rotation  from  the  districts  within  the  area  of  supply  and  a 
summary  of  these  examinations,  which  in  all  cases  showed  the 
water  to  be  suitable  for  drinking  purposes,  is  given  below. 

During  1938,  there  was  one  extension  of  the  water  main 
in  the  Parish  of  Chobham  and  fifty  five  houses  were  connected 
to  the  Company’s  supply.  One  extension  of  the  water  main 
was  made  in  the  Parish  of  Windlesham  and  thirty  five  houses 
were  connected  to  the  main  supply.  There  was  one  extension 
of  the  water  main  made  during  1938  in  the  Parish  of  Bisley 
and  four  houses  were  connected  to  the  main. 

In  July  of  the  year  under  review  an  arrangement  was 
made  with  the  majority  of  the  District  Councils  supplied  by 
the  South  West  Suburban  Water  Company  whereby  a 
fortnightly  sample  of  water  was  taken  in  rotation  throughout 
the  area  of  supply.  Analysis  is  undertaken  by  the  Clinical 
Research  Association  and  the  results  are  available  to  each 
participating  authority. 

With  regard  to  the  small  area  of  the  district  supplied  by 
the  Woking  Water  Company,  two  samples  were  taken  during 
the  year,  and  showed  satisfactory  standards.  An  inter- 
change of  reports  has  been  arranged  with  the  Woking  Urban 
District,  so  that  the  results  of  more  frequent  analysis  are 
available. 

The  results  of  analysis  are  appended  and  show  that  the 
water  has  maintained  a satisfactory  standard.

Drainage  and  Sewerage  : — 

The  Parish  of  Windlesham,  which  includes  Bagshot  and 
Lightwater,  and  a small  portion  of  Sunningdale,  has  a main 
drainage  scheme.  There  was  no  extension  of  sewers  during 
the  past  year. 


In  1937,  as  a result  of  the  local  inquiry  held  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  in  Chobham  in  September  1936,  the 
Minister  stated  that  before  the  Council’s  proposals  were 
further  considered,  they  should  explore  the  question  of  the 
sewage  in  the  Chobham  area,  and  possibly  also  in  the  adjoin- 
ing areas,  being  sewered  to  the  Woking  works.  The  Council 
agreed  to  this  suggestion  and  the  matter  was  discussed  with 
the  Woking  Urban  District  Council. 


A deputation  from  the  Bagshot  Rural  District  Council 
later  discussed  the  position  with  the  Ministry. 


The  following  is  a summary  of  the  Ministry’s  opinion  : 


1.  That  a Sewerage  Scheme  is  necessary  for  the  Parish. 

2.  That  the  amended  Scheme  whereby  the  sewage  from 
the  Parishes  of  Bisley  and  Chobham  is  treated  at  the 
works  of  the  Woking  Urban  District  Council  is  the 
more  desirable. 

3.  That  they  were  satisfied  for  the  present  (having  in 
view  the  financial  aspect)  that  it  would  not  be  desir- 
able to  close  the  Lightwater  Works. 

4.  That  the  Council  should  enter  into  a provisional 
agreement  with  the  Woking  Urban  District  Council 
for  the  treatment  of  the  sewage  from  the  Parishes  of 
Bisley  and  Chobham. 
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5.  That  a certain  pipe  line  proposed  to  be  laid  in  the 
Parish  of  Chobham  should  be  of  sufficient  capacity 
to  enable  the  sewage  from  the  Parish  of  Windlesham 
to  be  dealt,  with  by  the  Woking  Urban  District  Coun- 
cil at  some  future  date. 


The  Woking  Urban  District  Council  were  accordingly 
approached  and  a draft  provisional  agreement  has  been 
approved. 


An  Inquiry  into  the  Woking  scheme  was  held  at  the  end 
of  the  year  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  their  sanction  is 
awaited. 


Many  cases  of  serious  nuisance  from  sewage  effluent  and 
inadequate  drainage  of  houses  continued  to  arise  during  the 
year  in  Chobham,  West  End  and  Bisley.  These  conditions 
are  bound  to  recur,  particularly  in  low  lying  districts  in  wet 
weather,  and  can  only  be  temporarily  abated.  Main  drainage 
is  the  only  permanent  solution  of  the  problem  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  this  very  necessary  provision  will  not  be  long 
delayed. 


The  question  of  sewerage  being  introduced  in  Bisley  and 
the  Bagshot  Road,  which  was  not  found  practicable  in  the 
original  scheme,  should  be  re-opened  in  the  amended  scheme. 
Many  new  houses  have  been  erected  in  the  Bagshot  Road  and 
it  would  be  unfortunate  if  this  area  was  left  unsewered. 


The  Ridgemount  Estate  Company  have  two  small  dis- 
posal works  at  the  North  end  of  the  district.  Complaints 
were  received  during  the  year  with  reference  to  the  works, 
which  drain  the  major  portion  of  the  Ridgemount  Estate,  as 
to  the  probability  of  pollution  of  the  water  in  the  stream 
flowing  through  the  land  on  which  they  dispose  of  their 
sewage  matter.  This  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  Company, 
who  enquired  the  terms  on  which  this  Council  would  take  over 
these  sewers  and  -works.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  surface 
water  is  not  excluded  from  their  sewers,  the  Company  is 
requesting  owners  of  properties  to  take  steps  to  exclude  the 
same,  after  which  further  negotiations  will  be  entered  into. 
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Rivers  and  Streams  : — 

As  in  previous  reports  numerous  cases  of  pollution  of 
ditches  leading  to  rivers  and  streams  came  to  notice  during 
the  year.  These  were  particularly  in  evidence  in  the  district 
of  Chobham,  'Mimbridge  and  Bisley,  and  were  due  in  all  cases 
to  sewage  effluent.  In  order  to  realise  the  alarming  extent  of 
these  pollutions,  the  districts  require  inspection  in  the  first  four 
months  of  the  year.

Public  Cleansing— Scavenging. 

Chobham  : — 

An  arrangement  is  made  with  the  Parish  of  Windlesham 
to  collect  dry  refuse  within  the  Parish  of  Chobham  once  in 
every  14  days.  A contribution  is  made  from  the  whole  of  the 
Parish  of  Chobham  to  the  special  expenses  of  Windlesham 
for  this  purpose. 


Bisley  : — 

No  collection  of  dry  refuse  is  carried  out  in  this  parish. 


Windlesham  : — 

Dry  refuse  is  collected  weekly  and  three  vehicles  are  em- 
ployed for  this  purpose.  Disposal  is  effected  by  sorting, 
burning  destructible  matter  and  filling  up  a low  lying  field  with 
the  indestructible  matter.  The  Council  have  installed  a baling 
plant  for  dealing  with  clean  waste  paper  and  tins.

Cesspool  and  Earth  Closet  Cleansing  : — 

Chobham  and  Bisley  : — 

The  Council  has  not  undertaken  the  cleansing  of  cesspools 
and  earth  closets  in  the  parishes  of  Bisley  and  Chobham  and 
there  is  no  rate  levied  for  this  purpose.  Arrangements  can  be 
made  with  the  Parish  of  Windlesham  for  cesspools  to  be  empt- 
ied upon  payment. 


Windlesham  : — 

The  parish  of  Windlesham  has  a Dennis  “Dual  Purposes” 
machine  for  cesspool  emptying  and  refuse  collection.  The 
capacity  of  the  tank  is  750  gallons. 

The  contents  of  cesspools  are  tipped,  when  possible,  on 
to  farm  land,  but  in  very  wet  weather  it  is  necessary  to  dis- 
charge the  same  into  the  main  sewers  at  specified  manholes, 
where  flushing  chambers  ensure  that  the  sewage  is  diluted  at 
once.  Sludge  from  the  cesspools  is  mixed  with  ashes  and 
disposed  of  at  the  Depot.

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Milk  Supply  : — 

To  summarise  the  results  of  analysis  of  milk  samples,  it 
will  be  noted  that  out  of  eighteen  samples  of  ordinary  milk 
two  failed  to  reach  the  accredited  standard  on  bacterial 
count,  and  six  failed  to  reach  the  same  standard  on  bacillus 
coli  content. 

There  is  of  course  no  standard  laid  down  for  ordinary 
milk,  but  provided  reasonable  care  and  precautions  are  taken, 
it  should  not  be  difficult  to  produce  milk  of  the  Accredited 
Standard.  This  is  the  constant  aim  of  the  officials  concerned 
who  endeavour  with  advice  to  try  and  ensure  this. 

Nineteen  samples  were  examined  for  the  presence  of 
tuberculosis,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  none  showed 
any  infection.

Infectious  Diseases  : — 


Scarlet  Fever  : — 


The  low  incidence  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  in  1937  was 
continued  in  1938.  Only  seventeen  cases  were  notified,  four 
being  adults.  Four  cases  occurred  in  residential  institutions 
in  Chobham  and  Bisley,  and  two  cases  in  a convalescent  home 
for  children  in  Lightwater. 

These  cases  were  sporadic  in  nature  and  evenly  dis- 
tributed throughout  the  year. 

All  cases  were  admitted  to  the  infectious  diseases  hospital 
for  treatment  and  were  discharged  in  the  fourth  week 
following  admission,  with  the  exception  of  three  patients  who 
developed  some  minor  septic  complications  necessitating  a 
longer  period  of  treatment.  There  were  no  return  cases. 


Diphtheria  : — 


Five  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified  during  the  year, 
four  being  adult  patients  and  one  a school  child.  The  cases 
occurred  in  Chobham.  They  were  all  admitted  to  hospital 
for  treatment  and  made  a good  recovery. 

Diphtheria  immunisation  was  continued  during  the  year 
at  the  local  elementary  schools  in  Bisley  and  Chobham,  and 
at  the  Shaftesbury  School  in  Bisley.  After  some  years  of 
experience  of  the  results  of  immunisation  preference  is  now 
given  to  Alum  Precipitated  Toxoid,  two  injections  being 
given  at  an  interval  of  two  weeks.

Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  : — 


The  decision  of  the  Joint  Hospital  Board  to  admit  cases 
of  measles  and  whooping  cough  complicated  with  pneumonia 
coincided  with  an  outbreak  of  measles.  Three  cases  of 
measles  and  two  cases  of  whooping  cough,  both  complicated, 
were  admitted  to  hospital  for  treatment.  All  patients  made 
a good  recovery. 

Intimations  of  non-notifiable  infectious  diseases  occurring 
in  the  local  elementary  schools  are  forwarded  to  the  'Medical 
Officer  of  Health  by  Head  Teachers.  This  is  the  only  record 
showing  the  prevalence  of  these  infections  in  the  district  and 
is  much  appreciated.  The  beds  necessary  for  such  cases  and 
contacts  thereof  can  be  kept  available  in  hospital  pending 
requests  for  admission. 

It  is  also  now  possible  to  arrange  for  a supply  of  con- 
valescent measles  serum  for  distribution  to  practitioners  in 
selected  cases.

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL  REPORT,  1938. 


The  new  buildings  were  officially  opened  by  Dr.  James 
Ferguson,  the  County  Medical  Officer,  on  April  27th,  IQ38. 

Egham  Isolation  Hospital  was  closed  in  February  of  this 
year,  and  it  was  then  possible  to  accommodate  all  cases  in 
the  Ottershaw  Hospital  for  the  first  time  since  the  re-organ- 
isation of  districts  under  the  Joint  Hospital  Board.  It  will 
be  seen  below  that  nine  different  types  of  infectious  disease 
were  under  treatment  during  the  year.  The  usefulness  of  the 
cubicle  blocks  for  the  admission  of  these  cases,  as  well  as  for 
cases  which  have  been  in  contact  with  other  infections,  will  be 
appreciated. 

Infectious  disease  has  not  been  prevalent  during  the  year 
under  review.  Tt  is  interesting  to  note  the  number  of  cases 
of  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria  and  typhoid  which  might  normally 
have  expected  admission  and  treatment  in  the  last  five  years. 
These  figures  are  compiled  from  the  known  incidence  of  these 
diseases  in  the  districts  served:  —

During  the  year  the  Board  resolved  to  admit,  in  addition 
to  the  aforementioned  diseases,  cases  of  measels  and  whoop- 
ing cough  with  complications,  cases  of  scarlet  fever  and 
diphtheria  contacts  requiring  treatment  in  a general  hospital, 
and  cases  of  infectious  disease  occurring  in  a general  hospital. 
This  increased  our  figures  in  1938  by  approximately  15%. 
Two  wards  were  in  full  use  during  most  of  the  year,  and  for 
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four  months  three  wards  were  in  use.  The  average  daily 
number  of  cases  in  hospital  was  twenty-seven,  the  maximum 
number  under  treatment  at  one  time  being  forty  and  the 
minimum  thirteen,  the  yearly  total  of  admissions  being  324. 
It  is  therefore  apparent  that  the  year  1938  showed  the 
lowest  incidence  of  infectious  disease  requiring  hospital 
treatment  in  the  last  six  years.  During  most  of  the  year  we 
were  fortunate  in  having  an  adequate  number  of  residential 
nursing  and  domestic  staff,  thereby  avoiding  the  expense 
of  engaging  temporary  staff. 

The  following  table  shows  the  numbers  of  the  various 
infectious  diseases  admitted  to  hospital  during  the  year  from 
the  five  districts  served  by  the  Board  : —

Scarlet  Fever  : — 

Twenty-two  cases  were  treated  in  Egham  Isolation 
Hospital,  and  on  the  closing  of  that  hospital  in  February, 
nine  patients  were  transferred  to  Ottershaw.  Of  the  201  cases 
of  scarlet  fever  notified  as  such  on  admission  to  Ottershaw, 
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the  diagnosis  was  not  confirmed  in  thirteen  cases.  These  were 
discharged  after  a short  stay  in  hospital. 

Of  the  remaining  1 88  cases,  the  majority  ran  an  uncom- 
plicated course  and  were  discharged  within  four  weeks. 

iO%  of  the  cases  were  detained  in  hospital  over  six  weeks 
on  account  of  the  following  sequalae : —

6%  of  the  cases  suffered  from  what  could  be  considered 
as  major  complications.  One  case,  a boy  of  7>  died  from 
rheumatic  endocarditis  following  scarlet  fever. 

The  usual  routine  treatment,  except  in  mild  cases,  was  to 
give  serum  antitoxin  on  admission  followed  with  drugs  of 
the  sulphonamide  group  for  two  or  three  days  or  until  the 
febrile  period  was  over.  Further  septic  complications  were 
also  treated  with  this  drug.  It  was  found  useful  particularly 
in  cases  of  otorrhoea,  the  vast  majority  of  these  clearing  up 
two  or  three  weeks.  No  major  surgical  operations  were 
necessary  in  ear  conditions. 

The  most  disturbing  feature  was  the  number  of  cases 
developing  a second  attack.  At  one  period  there  were  two 
batches  of  cases  from  different  districts  in  the  same  ward,  and 
it  was  apparent  that  these  relapses  were  due  to  a cross 
infection  with  a different  type  of  scarlet  fever  organism. 
These  secondary  cases  have  been  the  cause  of  return  cases 
in  the  past.  By  a judicious  use  of  the  cubicles  it  was  possible 
to  prevent  the  occurrence  of  any  return  cases  during  the  year. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  occurrence  of  relapses 
was  prevented  by  giving  all  cases  serum  on  admission.  This 
confers  a passive  immunity  for  almost  three  weeks  against 
the  varying  types  of  scarlet  fever  organism.  Prior  to  dis- 
charge the  patient  spends  the  last  week  in  a cubicle  and  so 
runs  no  risk  of  a relapse. 

With  a limited  number  the  alternative  method  is  to  nurse 
all  scarlet  fever  cases  in  cubicles. 

Every  case  of  scarlet  fever  now  receives  two  injections 
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of  Diphtheria  Prophylactic  (Alum  Precipitated  Toxoid)  at  a 
fortnightly  interval  prior  to  discharge.  In  the  past  diphtheria 
was  prevalent  in  a district  following  outbreaks  of  scarlet  fever, 
and  I think  the  entire  absence  of  such  a happening  this  year 
can  be  attributed  to  the  above  procedure. 

Diphtheria  : — 

All  cases  of  diphtheria  were  treated  in  the  Ottershaw 
Isolation  Hospital  with  the  exception  of  three  patients  from 
Botley’s  Park  Colony  occurring  at  the  beginning  of  the  year, 
no  beds  being  available  at  the  time  for  these  cases.  These 
were  therefore  transferred  to  a neighbouring  isolation  hospital. 

Of  the  61  cases  admitted  to  hospital  the  diagnosis  was 
not  confirmed  in  ten  cases. 

Of  the  remaining  cases  a protracted  outbreak  in  Woking 
in  the  first  four  months  of  the  year  contributed  the  vast 
majority.  This  outbreak  was  undoubtedly  of  the  gravis  or 
virulent  type,  many  cases  being  admitted  in  a severe  toxaemic 
condition  with  the  typical  enlargement  of  the  cervical  glands. 
A prolonged  stay  in  hospital  of  over  two  months  was  necessi- 
tated for  the  majority,  many  of  them  developing  paralysis 
and  toxic  irregularities  of  the  heart. 

Five  deaths  have  to  be  recorded  out  of  some  thirty  cases, 
three  of  these  fatal  cases  coming  under  treatment  with  serum 
on  the  fourth  day  of  disease  or  Jater. 

During  this  outbreak  four  cases  were  admitted  from  an 
orthopaedic  hospital,  and  seven  cases  from  a residential 
institution,  four  of  these  latter  cases  being  carriers  for  whom 
treatment  was  requested. 

Apart  from  the  cases  from  Woking,  cases  were  of  a 
sporadic  nature  from  the  remaining  districts.  These  were 
not  of  a severe  type  and  were  discharged  from  hospital  after 
approximately  five  weeks  treatment. 

Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  : 

Following  on  the  resolution  of  the  Board  to  admit  cases 
of  measles  and  whooping  cough  complicated  with  pneumonia, 
thirty-one  such  cases  of  measles  and  five  cases  of  whooping 
cough  were  admitted.  The  diagnosis  of  measles  was  not 
confirmed  in  three  cases. 
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Many  of  the  cases  were  seriously  ill  on  admission,  and 
these  new  facilities  for  hospital  treatment  are  undoubtedly 
much  appreciated  by  medical  practitioners  and  parents. 
Three  cases  terminated  fatally,  one  in  the  case  of  a mentally 
defective  child  with  congenital  malformation  of  the  heart, 
one  an  infant,  and  the  third  a boy  of  seven  who  was  admitted 
in  a state  of  collapse  on  the  eighth  day  of  illness. 

Several  adults  were  admitted  with  measles,  and  three  of 
these  consented  to  give  serum  for  use  in  preventing  or 
modifying  measles  in  children  under  five  years. 

This  serum  proved  to  be  invaluable.  Following  on  the 
admission  of  two  cases  of  scarlet  fever  who  developed  measles 
a few  days  after  admission,  (showing  that  they  were  admitted 
during  the  incubation  period),  measles  was  introduced  into 
the  scarlet  fever  ward,  lhere  were  five  children  under  five 
years  in  the  ward  who  had  not  had  measles  previously  and 
these  were  all  injected  with  5 c.c.’s  of  the  aforementioned 
convalescent  measles  serum.  Ten  days  later  four  deveolped 
a few  spots  and  a slight  temperature  lasting  twenty  four  hours 
but  were  obviously  not  inconvenienced  in  any  way  with  this 
very  mild  attack.  In  one,  an  infant,  measles  was  entirely 
prevented.  A boy  of  five,  who  was  also  a contact  in  the 
ward,  developed  a very  acute  attack  and  had  a prolonged 
convalescence.  Serum  had  been  withheld  from  this  last  case 
as  a history  of  a previous  attack  of  measles  had  been  given, 
obviously  incorrectly. 

From  this  supply  1 was  able  to  distribute  measles  con- 
valescent serum  on  request  to  local  practitioners  for  use  in 
special  cases  in  their  practices.  Satisfactory  results  were 
reported. 

Five  cases  of  whooping  cough  and  pneumonia  were  ad- 
mitted and  all  made  a good  recovery. 

Typhoid  Fever  : — 

One  case  was  admitted  from  Sunningdale  and  made  a 
good  recovery. 

Erysipelas  : — 

Admission  was  requested  for  nine  cases  of  erysipelas. 
The  diagnosis  was  not  confirmed  in  two  cases.  The  remain- 
ing seven  made  a rapid  recovery  with  drugs  of  sulphonamide 
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group,  in  addition,  of  course,  to  local  treatment.  The  fever 
subsided  in  a matter  of  two  or  three  days  with  no  recurrence. 

Encephalitis  Lethargica  : — 

One  case  was  admitted  on  notification.  Further  invest- 
igation, however,  established  the  diagnosis  of  tuberculous 
meningitis,  the  bacillus  being  found  in  the  cerebro-spinal 
fluid. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis  : — 

One  child  of  school  age  was  admitted  with  paralysis  of 
the  arm  and  leg.  Movement  was  returning  satisfactorily  to 
the  limbs  when  the  case  was  transferred  after  three  weeks 
isolation  to  an  orthopaedic  hospital.
